Danish industrial designers Kasper Salto and Thomas Sigsgaard 
recently won the Danish competition to redesign the furnishmgs of 
the Trusteeship Council Chamber in the United Nations Building in New 
York City. Originally created by iconic Danish designer Finn Juhl in 
1952 the chamber will be modernized as part of the current overhaul 
of the entire U.N. complex. Salto and Sigsgaard's design retains the 
spirit of the Finn Juhl original while updating the furnishings for 
contemporary use. In Denmark and located just outside Copenhagen 
at the site of the Ordupgaard art museum, it is possible for visitors 
to come see the house of Finn Juhl which he designed in 1942.
